on this album. It is the culmination of a life of stark, austere 
research of the highest order by J. L. Kappas, whose undying 
efforts have made this breakthrough possible. (Ed.: It is possible 
that in these troubled times the world is finally ready for the 
Electronic "Whoopee" Cushion.) 


ABOUT THE ARTIST: 

Don Kinnier began life at an early age. He appeared on this 
earth in the city of Philadelphia about 1944. (Ed.: A city so 
frequently the brunt of ill humor that his arrival went un- 
noticed.) 


According to his late Mother, his musical future was virtually 
assured from the start. The story goes that the "G.l. JIVE" was 
playing when Don was delivered and that moment virtually 
shaped his musical future permanently. 

Don's father, a stern and dignified electrical engineer, had 
always wanted to learn to play the organ and so, with money 
he had saved, he purchased an instrument. Young Don took to 
it immediately and after a few months the neighbors were in- 
vited in to hear Don render a tune or two or three or four. 
As he sat at the organ, a tremendous bolt of lightening struck 
a tree outside the house, causing it to fall across the walkway. 
This completely sealed off the door, giving the first clue that 
Don would be able to hold an audience during a concert. 

In any case Don's musical education continued with several 
private and semi-private teachers. As he delved into the classics, 
it became crystal clear that he did not want to go for Baroque. 
This decision being made, he charged headlong into the theatre 
organ field, where, over the past eighteen years, he has develop- 
ed a reputation for being almost totally unknown. (Ed.: This in 
spite of concert tours throughout South America, Korea, Taiwan 
and Hong Kong; appearances in the U.S.; a film promoting 
music in Argentina; the music track for "The Sound of the 
Silents" and a number of Cold Console Concerts to replace 
artists who had taken ill at the last minute before a concert.) 
In this recording Don unwinds from the binding strictures of 
his lifestyle and plays some real "down home" music. 


ABOUT THE MUSIC: 

SIDE NUMBER ONE 
ANYTHING GOES 

The title virtually speaks for itself. As Don said, "to warm up, 
all you need to do is throw a little Cole on the fire". (Ed.: He 
really said that?) 

After a few phrases on the Vox Kinniera and a royal festival 
fanfare on the Hydraulic Euphorium, the piece moves to some 
banter among the ranks, punctuated by a lurid variety of effects 
from the organ's "toy counter". Incidental solos are heard on 
the Chimes, Crowhorn and Trombozzz. 

RAGTIME MEDLEY 

This piece is a combination of two rags, "Easy Winners" and 
the "Black and White Rag", done up in a neat package begin- 
ing with the fewest number of stops you can use and still be 
heard. It features the concert flute, tibia piccolo and glocken- 
spiel. 

SONNY BOY 

Despite the fact that the list of composer credits sounds like a 
Philadelphia law firm, this one is a real tear jerker. With perhaps 
more emlodrama than it deserves, it is heavily layered with 
sweet, syrupy, weeping Vox and crying Tibia "Schtlck". Bob 
Balfour, the organ maintenance supervisor, said that the Tibias 
wept so much that he had to mop the chamber floor four times 
during the recording session. 

BARNEY GOOGLE 

A performance of this American classic calls for appropriate 
apologies to Bach, Mozart, Brahms, Telemann, Sir Edward Elsar 
and any other serious musicians who may be offended by this 
unique (Ed.: to say the least) performance. 


SIDE NUMBER TWO 

DREAM A LITTLE DREAM OF ME 

Every once in a while, there comes one of those nights when 
you toss and turn endlessly. Sleep, if it comes at all, comes 
grudgingly. You think back to the chocolate, anchovy and 
mushroom pizza you had for dinner and to the four gallons of 
whatever that stuff was that you consumed with it. Suddenly 
all thoughts turn inward to the rumblings of mysterious internal 
processes. Your eyes become, at last, heavy and sleep descends 
and drifts into a dream. A dream, probably similar to this 
musical one and possibly with the same rude awakening at the 
end. 

PARADE OF THE WOODEN SOLDIERS 
This neat little march makes good use of the Wood Block and 
Tuba Mirabilis. A quick series of unprepared, and certainly 
uncalled for, key changes gently lift the mid-section (Ed.: 
sounds like a girdle ad) and deposit it exactly where it started. 

In fact, were it not for some very clever editing, this piece 
Would have run all the way to the center of the record, down ^ 9 
the hole and into your record player. 

MY ROMANCE 

This piece is the one with redeeming social value; Don played 
it straight, for his wife. (Ed.: guaranteed himself one sale at 
least.) 

I CAN'T GIVE YOU ANYTHING BUT LOVE 
Done with a touch of the big band era, an array of sneering 
Voxes open the piece. Following that, the cymbals make an 
appearance bounding along to a steady (Ed.: as steady as any- 
one can be after thirteen hours of recording) pedal line. The 
whole works ends with a deft run over the keyboard and a near 
escape by the artist. (Ed.: see cover picture.) 

IT'S GONNA BE A GREAT DAY 

A real ripsnorter of a show opener. (Ed.: at the end of the 
album?) (Don: Well? Why not?)

Yesterday, Today and Tomorrow would be an appropriate title for this exciting album as 
clarinetist Henry Cuesta, for the first time in his recording career, plays alto and baritone cover- 
ing all musical eras in a well-balanced mixture of pop, rock and jazz. Cuesta, who is known inter- 
nationally as a jazz clarinetist crosses the border to the rock idiom and comes up with a sure-fire 
hit titled "Proud Mary" in which the alto and baritone are dubbed simultaneously resulting in a 
sound as fresh as today.

DIGITAL FREQUENCY ADJUSTABLE RETRIGGERABLE 
TRANSIENT SYNTHESIZER (Brown noise generator) — 
This instrument, to our knowledge, makes its recording debut 
on this album. It is the culmination of a life of stark, austere 
research of the highest order by J. L. Kappas, whose undying 
efforts have made this breakthrough possible. (Ed.: It is possible 
that in these troubled times the world is finally ready for the 
Electronic "Whoopee” Cushion.) 


ABOUT THE ARTIST: 

Don Kinnier began life at an early age. He appeared on this 
earth in the city of Philadelphia about 1944. (Ed.: A city so 
frequently the brunt of ill humor that his arrival went un- 
noticed.) 


According to his late Mother, his musical future was virtually 
assured from the start. The story goes that the "G.l. JIVE" was 
playing when Don was delivered and that moment virtually 
shaped his musical future permanently. 

Don’s father, a stern and dignified electrical engineer, had 
always wanted to learn to play the organ and so, with money 
he had saved, he purchased an instrument. Young Don took to 
it immediately and after a few months the neighbors were in- 
vited in to hear Don render a tune or two or three or four. 
As he sat at the organ, a tremendous bolt of lightening struck 
a tree outside the house, causing it to fall across the walkway. 
This completely sealed off the door, giving the first clue that 
Don would be able to hold an audience during a concert. 

In any case Don’s musical education continued with several 
private and semi-private teachers. As he delved into the classics, 
it became crystal clear that he did not want to go for Baroque. 
This decision being made, he charged headlong into the theatre 
organ field, where, over the past eighteen years, he has develop- 
ed a reputation for being almost totally unknown. (Ed.: This in 
spite of concert tours throughout South Amerf/;a, Korea, Taiwan 
and Hong Kong; appearances in the U.S.; a film promoting 
music in Argentina; the music track for "The Sound of the 
Silents" and a number of Cold Console Concerts to replace 
artists who had taken ill at the last minute before a concert.) 

In this recording Don unwinds from the binding strictures of 
his lifestyle and plays some real "down home" music. 

ABOUT THE MUSIC: 

SIDE NUMBER ONE 
ANYTHING GOES 

The title virtually speaks for itself. As Don said, "to warm up, 
all you need to do is throw a little Cole on the fire". (Ed.: He 
really said that?) 

After a few phrases on the Vox Kinniera and a royal festival 
fanfare on the Hydraulic Euphorium, the piece moves to some 
banter among the ranks, punctuated by a lurid variety of effects 
from the organ's "toy counter". Incidental solos are heard on 
the Chimes, Crowhorn and Trombozzz. 

RAGTIME MEDLEY 

This piece is a combination of two rags, "Easy Winners" and 
the "Black and White Rag", done up in a neat package begin- 
ing with the fewest number of stops you can use and still be 
heard. It features the concert flute, tibia piccolo and glocken- 
spiel. 

SONNY BOY 

Despite the fact that the list of composer credits sounds like a 
Philadelphia law firm, this one is a real tear jerker. With perhaps 
more emlodrama than it deserves, it is heavily layered with 
sweet, syrupy, weeping Vox and crying Tibia "Schtlck". Bob 
Balfour, the organ maintenance supervisor, said that the Tibias 
wept so much that he had to mop the chamber floor four times 
during the recording session. 

BARNEY GOOGLE 

A performance of this American classic calls for appropriate 
apologies to Bach, Mozart, Brahms, Telemann, Sir Edward Elsar 
and any other serious musicians who may be offended by this 
unique (Ed.: to say the least) performance. 


SIDE NUMBER TWO 

DREAM A LITTLE DREAM OF ME 

Every once in a while, there comes one of those nights when 
you toss and turn endlessly. Sleep, if it comes at all, comes 
grudgingly. You think back to the chocolate, anchovy and 
mushroom pizza you had for dinner and to the four gallons of 
whatever that stuff was that you consumed with it. Suddenly 
all thoughts turn inward to the rumblings of mysterious internal 
processes. Your eyes become, at last, heavy and sleep descends 
and drifts into a dream. A dream, probably similar to this 
musical one and possibly with the same rude awakening at the 
end. 

PARADE OF THE WOODEN SOLDIERS 
This neat little march makes good use of the Wood Block and 
Tuba Mirabilis. A quick series of unprepared, and certainly 
uncalled for, key changes gently lift the mid-section (Ed.: 
sounds like a girdle ad) and deposit it exactly where it started. 
In fact, were it not for some very clever editing, this piece 
would have run all the way to the center of the record, down 
the hole and into your record player. 

MY ROMANCE 

This piece is the one with redeeming social value; Don played 
it straight, for his wife. (Ed.: guaranteed himself one sale at 
least.) 

I CAN’T GIVE YOU ANYTHING BUT LOVE 
Done with a touch of the big band era, an array of sneering 
Voxes open the piece. Following that, the cymbals make an 
appearance bounding along to a steady (Ed.: as steady as any- 
one can be after thirteen hours of recording) pedal line. The 
whole works ends with a deft run over the keyboard and a near 
escape by the artist. (Ed.: see cover picture.) 

IT'S GONNA BE A GREAT DAY 

A real ripsnorter of a show opener. (Ed.: at the end of the 
album?) (Don: Well? Why not?)

Yesterday, Today and Tomorrow would be an appropriate title for this exciting album as 
clarinetist Henry Cuesta, for the first time in his recording career, plays alto and baritone cover- 
ing all musical eras in a well-balanced mixture of pop, rock and jazz. Cuesta, who is known inter- 
nationally as a jazz clarinetist crosses the border to the rock idiom and comes up with a sure-fire 
hit titled ‘‘Proud Mary” in which the alto and baritone are dubbed simultaneously resulting in a 
sound as fresh as today. His toe-tapping, finger-snapping recreation of "Royal Garden Blues" is 
reminiscent of Benny Goodman (who, incidentally, is an admirer of Cuesta's) and takes you back 
to the early heydays of the jazz era. 

Henry is a musicians’ musician who has earned the respect of musicians and public alike. 
His versatility on alto, baritone, tenor and clarinet has earned him the title as a quadruple-threat 
man. 

Cuesta's five-year stint with the late, great Jack Teagarden was a memorable highlight in 
his career. His experience in studios, guest appearances and leader of his own group has given 
him a world of musical knowledge. 

Close your eyes, open your ears and let your imagination transport you on a journey to 
musicland where a lively party is in progress, with low lights, tinkling glasses and the vibration of 
tapping feet. 

The place is jumping to the atmospheric sounds of cream-of-crop musicians featuring 
Jimmy Coxson on piano and harpsichord, vibist Peter Appleyard, drummer Don Vickery, guitarists 
Hank Monis, Bobby Edwards and Kenny Gil with Bob Price on bass.
